perior Planets are to be confidered, becauſe they are more forcible, 
ſtrong and vehemenr in their operations, then are the inferior ; and 
for that they are more eminently and highly ſeated ip their celeſtial 
rones. 

'But now the enquiry will be, whether theſe great, and eminent. atti- 
ons, &-c. will be of good or evil conlequence and concernment unto 
mankind ? Let reaſon, experience, and authority decide the queſtion for me. 

The cruel Planet Sztzrn hath the greateſt ſtrength in the Figure; 
and he is (as all Aſtrologers conſent) the preargt infortune 3 the Author 
of envy, hatred, and miſchief, &c.

This Conjundion ſeems to reſpect the indefatigable pains and en- 
deavears of the indaſtr:ows Cbymiſts of this Age and Nation, & =_ pro- 
bably crown their worthy enquiries with honour and ſucceſs. For though 
& of himſelf be weak (as by the colletion of Teſtimonies before-going 
appears) yet he is eminently fortified by the noble preſence of Fupiter, 
whoſe nature and vertue he doth now aſſume. I confeſs Iſfee no reaſon 
why Helmont, naw ay 2vercitanus, With their followers, &c. ſhould 
be deridgd and detruded, meerly to gratifie the humours of a few forms- 
tifts. The Medicines they prepare, muſt be either good or bad- If bad, let 
them be brought to publick tryal, that they way be known for ſuch, and 
ſo avoided : If good, it were an injzry to mankind in general, to be de- 
prived of their uſe and beneit, Hippocrates and Galen have had their 
times of honour : and it is as natural and neceſſary for ſome to run Retro- 
grade, and againſt the motion of the great wheel, as for others to be aduan- 
ced, and to run with it. One generation paſſeth away, and another com- 
eth : And the order of nature teacheth us,thart the riſe of one,is by the 
ruine of another. Howbeit,I would not have any without wings pretend 
to flicz nor is it wiſdom,or can it conſort with an ingenious mind to be 

reedy of honour, or to ride Poſt after reputation : bur to wait the lei- 
are of God and nature, who always work things to their beſt advan- 
tage,in their proper and convenient times. It js not to be expetted that 
the happy exdravours of a few ingenious perſons, muſt preſently make an alte- 
ration in the Principles and method of jo large a Science as Ph yſic kh unleſs 


they bad authority to enforce what they wiſh and aim ate If Ariſtoile want

Admit that the induſtrious Operator have by his curious pains and 
ſearch attained unto ſome nobler preparations,then a-e commonly known 
unto Phyſicians;mult he therefore exc laim, and fall jout upon thoje Pillars 
of the art of Healing ! upon whoſe Principles they have tirſt proceeded, 
and without which they muſt have fallen ſhort of that meaſure of un- 
derſtanding they a:e poſſe{ors of ? Hippocrates and Galen brought Phyſick 
firſt imto @ method : and although their Aphoriſms appear but vulgar un« 
to ſome of more refined parts ; they are not therefore to be negle#ed, 
muchleſs ſcorned ! for it is the nature of Frincizles thus to thew them- 
ſelves © but (as one learnedly obſerves) there can be no progreſs made in 


" Science, without acquaintance with them. The foundations of the nobleſt 


buildings lye buried under ground, yet it 5s they, that ſuſtain the magnifs 
cent and towering fabrick, Every Art bath its enrroduition, &c, and the 
nobleſt Son of the Muſes muſt falute the zreſoold, befure be be admit-
